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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 


WATER  SUPPLIES 


Until  the  31st  March  1959*  the  Borough  Council  was  responsible  for  the 
supply  of  water  in  their  district.  After  this  date  the  Council  became 

a constituent  member  of  the  South  East  Breconshire  Water  Board  which  is  now 
responsible  for  the  supply  of  water  in  the  Borough, 

During  1971  the  supply  of  water  by  the  Board  has  been  satisfactory 
both  in  quantity  and  in  quality. 

Fluoridation  of  water  supplies  has  not  yet  commenced. 

Piped  Supply 

All  the  houses  in  the  Borough,  with  the  exception  of  16  of  those  on 
the  extreme  borders  have  a tapped  supply  to  the  houses.  The  other  16 

have  their  own  private  supply. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  new  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works  came  into  operation  in 
August  1969*  All  samples  of  effluent  have  been  satisfactory.
